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Members of the Finance Committee raised a question a 
couple of weeks ago, when considering the new teachers’ 
pay scale. 

They asked whether the increases, Some amounting to 
over $1000, couldn’t be handed out over a two-year period. 

The School Committee thought not — claiming too many 
inequities would develop, too much confusion would ensue 
and too many claims for special treatment would probably 
follow. They feared the new schedule would never survive 
if it is not carried out in one year. 

Now we see that the wage study recommends a two-year 
step for other town employees, setting a maximum of $400 
for any employee in 1958. The remainder of the increase 
would be granted in 1959. Apparently Wage Board members 
and the professional staff assisting them did not fear this 
method. 

They have taken this step to soften the blow on the 
taxpayer — so that the full affect of the increase would 
not come in one fiscal year. 

Perhaps, if it can be done for all other town employees, 
the School Committee might well reconsider its stand 
against the proposal. Possibly some method could be 
worked out so that the increases could be handed out over 
a two-year period, without too much confusion and with 


the understanding and cooperation of the teachers. 


Recommendations Seem Good 


We were very much impressed by the wage and job eva- 
luation, as reported by the professional firm to the Wage 
Board. 

From the wealth of data included in the report, it 
appears that the firm did a thorough study on which to 
base its recommendations. 

There will, of course, be some individual problems 
develop. The Board will almost certainly have to take 
action in a few cases, where an employee has a special 
problem, 

But all-in-all, the report appears to accomplish what it 
set out to do — establish a fair and impartial method for 
paying all town employees. Inequities will be removed — 
an accomplishment that should be thoroughly appreciated 
by the town’s employees as well as other residents. 

The report, according to custom, did not include elected 
officials — thus the selectmen-assessors, town treasurer, 
tax collector, town clerk and secretary of the Board of 
Public Works were not included. It’s quite possible that 
salaries of these positions should be adjusted too — and 
we hope the Finance Committee will take a close look at 
them to see if we are paying adequately for these jobs.
